Supreme Court Justice Selah B. Strong of 
New York cast a bomb in the midst of the 


One Year. 





Alimony Seekers a week or so ago when he 
announced he did not intend to allow his 
eourt to be used to force alimony from a 


husband when the wife is childless. In this 
day of equality of sexes, the justice said, 
there appears no reason why divoreed hus- 
bands should be compelled to pay for the 
continuous support of wives who have not 


borne children. 


Further the justice believed the whole sys- 


tem of alimony should be revised. Indeed he 
advocated the elimination of alimony because 
it keeps certain women lazy, gratifies their 
revenge, makes slaves of men, and serves no 
good end. He points out that for years wom- 
en have found marriage almost a_ business. 
The moment they have become dissatisfied 
with the manner of life of their husbands, 
they have sought separation, and obtained 
council fees and temporary alimony. Often 
such separation suits have not been pressed 
in years. Justice Strong declares that ali- 
mony keeps many couples from being recon- 
ciled. 

“Tf a woman tires of her husband or can- 
not stand his treatment let her separate from 
him,’’ he says. ‘‘There is no law which com- 
pels a woman to remain in her husband’s 
home. And there is no reason why such a 
woman should be awarded alimony. I except 
eases where there are children.”’ 

These views may seem revolutionary, com- 
ing from the bench, but they express the 
thought that has been in the public mind 
these many years. The alimony system has 
been kept alive by a sense of spurious chiv- 
alry, and unquestionably in the metropolitan 
centers has served solely as a temptation for 
the destruction of the home. If Justice 
Strong’s view be accepted by the bench, it 
may make more women realize that the mar- 
riage contract carries with it responsibilities, 
involving possible sacrifices and that a mar- 
riage certificate is not to be regarded sim- 
ply as an insurance policy—or meal ticket.

In an address before the businessmen of 


the Empire State, President Coolidge set forth - 


a new (with this generation) conception of 
business which in large part explains the 
changed attitude of public opinion and the 
government toward it. A broad and sympa- 
thetic interpretation of the true purpose of 
commerce inspired this statement of the Presi- 
dent: 

‘‘True business represents the mutual or- 
ganized effort of society to minister to the 
economic requirements of civilization. It rests 
squarely on the law of service. It has for its 
main reliance truth and faith and justice. In 
its larger sense it is one of the great con- 
tributing forces to the moral and spiritual 
advancement of the race.”’ 

The period of universal restriction on busi- 
ness followed the era of railroad expansion 
and industrial development which the public 
and government agencies feared constituted a 
threat to the state and to the rights and wel- 
fare of the individual. Those years gave 
birth to anti-trust laws and other drastic re- 
strictive statutes against business combina- 
tions. ‘‘Big business,’ then, was guilty of 
some of the things of which it was accused 
by politicians and ‘‘the little fellow:’’ But, 
at the same time, the public had not sensed 
the advantages which come to the consumer 
from large seale production. 

That business, public and government are 
finally approaching mutual understanding is 
apparent to all and regretted by none. Busi- 
ness is struggling to serve the public in the 
best way it knows how and the public and 
government are reciprocating by withdrawing 
their dogs of persecution and restriction. 

There is no longer cause to wear oppression 
from those great corporations which have 
shouldered the job of thousands of smaller 
enterprises with profit to the consumer as 
well as to their stockholders. 

These two steps are requisite in procuring 
an ornate funeral: First, be a gang leader.

Pedestrian Types

Psychologists who since last summer have 
been making a study of pedestrians using the 
streets of Philadelphia have made public their 
findings. It is surprising, though gratifying, 
that the universally berated jay-walker comes 
out with flying colors—or almost. For in- 
stead of being as multitudinous as the sands 
of the. sea, as many have supposed; the report 
discloses the fact that only one person in a 
hundred can be called guilty of jay-walking. 

But there are other things. The abuliec per- 
son, for instance. Out, of 2336 pedestrians ob- 
server, 108 were found to be of this type. It 
is explained that abulie individuals, though 
familiar in hospitals, may be frequently found 
also at store entrances. ‘‘They are the folks 
who cannot move when movement is most 
needed, who cannot stop when they ought to 
stop.’’ Each person, no doubt, knows one or 
more individuals with this weakness. 

Three-fourths of the pedestrians observed 
were checked off as normal, but it was rec- 
ommended that in discussions of the traffic 
problem due recognition ve given to the de- 
fiant, the reckless, the nochalant, the overly 
cautious, the refractory and the abulic. 

There are special remedies, it seems, that 
can be applied to each of these types. But 





while applying them, speed fiends, et al, are re 


not to be led to believe they have a special 
license to ’’step on it’’ to the very limit.
